e CY16 Medicare Part B Rates: The Maryland CMS Contractor (Novitas-
Solutions.com) has published the calendar year January —December 2016
reimbursement rates and guidance effective January 1, 2016 with an update as of
January 20, 2016.

¢ Reimbursement Rate Chart: We have developed a one page document with the
updated Maryland Medicare Part B Physician Fee Schedule reimbursement rates for
a screening colonoscopy and the CY16 Ambulatory Surgical Center (ACS) Core
Based Statistical Area (CBSA) Facility Fee reimbursement rates. The Maryland
Medical Assistance (MMA) rates have not been published at this time so the MMA
rates are the CY15 rates. We’ve also included the CY15 CPT Code update which
contains some of the most common and current CPT Codes for gastroenterologists.
